landed at Oar in to. Custom luiuses are 
to bo oi-cupied, and British olltcera ure 
to oxoreiao thu functions of collectors of 
customs. At the enmo time Niraragunn 
local commerce is to bo crippled by 
blockade. As to tlio landing of Britia i 
troops at Corinto, it is statflti by olltcials 
tlmt tliie will not menacu or end ungor 
tli« iutcroKts of the United States or 
other foreigners. The caso of thu lirit- 
iBh bomhunlmuiiL of Alexandria is cited 
to show the Kritiah policy toward for- 
tjignere at u llirua tumid point. In that 
caae Ciruat Brituui wished to strike 
Egypt, but to do eo Bho was compelled 
to injure some foreign interests lit Alex- 
andria. 
Notice waa therefore given 


that foreign interests would ha protect- 
ed with every precaution possible, and 
if they wore injured us un incident to 
thu attack compensation would be made. 
Subsequently the few foreiirn interests 
which Buffered were voluntarily remun- 
erated by li resit llritnin. It IB said the 
same policy will be used at Corinto. 
(jreut caro will bo tuken to protect for- 
eign intore^ts, and should the latter 
aull'er indirectly they will bu compen- 
sated for the lows. 


Sir Juliim I'mincefote, the Ilritisb 


nmbasaador, has not been advised by 
the home government as to the contem- 
plated blockade and landing of troops in 
Nicaragua. But in British circles this 
rourse has been accepted as certain for 
Homo time. Such assurances as Great 
Britian has given to the United States 
have been to Ambiinjador Bayard in 
response to inquiries. 


Corinto is tho best port of the Central 


American staten on tlie Pacific coaat. 
It ia the most important to Nicaragua, 
aa it is tho to r mi mi H of the Central rail- 
way. The port of San Juan del Sur haa 
n harbor of average ai/.o, and is in com- 
munication with Lake Nicaragua by a 
macadam road built by the New York 
and 
California 
Transfer 
Company. 


Corinto ia thu heaviest import point in 
Nicaragua. 
Tho imports for 1801-02 


wore $<>,Q06,S05, while all imports at 
other pointa did not exceed $.100,000. ft 
is evident from this why the Ilritiah 
choose Corinto for their strike. Almost 
one-halt of thu imports at Corinto are 
from Groat Britain, HO that British seiz- 
ure of the custom house will result in 
their receiving tho customs due from 
HriliHh merchant ships. The liritish

those of thu United Status canto second 
ut $1I'I07,(17U; Germany,

Tho rest of tho import trade was with 


neighboring youth and Central Ameri- 
can countries. Tho imports of HanJuan 
were $1118,820. Aa the Corinto imports 
average about $5110,000 monthly, it 
would not take long for Great Britain to 
appropriate the $75,000 indemnity de- 
manded. The tariff rates of Nicaragua 
ure such that the $(>,00tt,80r> of imports 
in I81U yielded $1 ,05B,-I1H in customs du- 
ties. Most of this was collected at Cor- 
into. At this ratu the receipts at Cor- 
into would reach $75,000 within thirty 
days, unless commerce was diverted to 
other ports. It is a signilicant fact that 
the largest part of Nicaragua's foreign 
debt is represented by bonds held in 
London and payable there in 1800, This 
foreign debt aggregates $2,105,225. The 
London holders have thus far received 
the interest on the bonds very promptly. 
If, however, Nicaragua Is crippled by 
the seizure of her customs receipts it 
may react by a failure to meet the inter- 
eat on the bonds in London. 


The diplomatic representatives of the 


Central and Southern American repub- 
lics are very much disturbed by this 
late feature of the case. The idea, that 
onca Great Britain has been permitted 
without interference to collect this apc- 
cial indemnity, she will avail herself of 
the excuse offered by the failure of 
Nicaragua to meet her interest payments 
on foreign debts to assume the tusk of 
collecting this forcibly in the same man- 
ner, notwithstanding the fact that the 
failure may be brought about by her 
own flfiiy.nre of the customs receipts 
which were to be applied to the payment 
of this interest. Of course this would 
necessitate the occupation of Corinto 
after the original indemnity shall have 
been collected, which would only add to 
the distress of Nicaragua, and should 
she be then unable, as seems likely, to 
meet this last demand, the occupancy 
may be prolonged BO indefinitely aa to 
Amount to a permanent occupation of 
the territory. This ia the reasoning of 
the South Americans, and they find in- 
dividual cause of apprehension in the 
fact that almost all of these little repub- 
lics owe sums of money to European 
bondholders on account of interest or 
principal of national debta, and they 
fear that for the flrst time the precedent 
may be Iftid and enforced that European 
governments may assume the collection 
of debts owing to them individually and 
not to the European nations, a doctrine 
which they assert would be particularly 
obnoxious if applied to some of the 
states of the A merican union which 
have defaulted in their debts to foreign 
bondholders. 


dent is also felt by thoaamediplomatiats 
to be full of significance to Venezuela, 
and it is feared by them that having 
once driven in the wedge, Great Britain 
scarcely can be expected to refrain from 
pressing forward with very vigorous 
measures in the matter of tho Venezue- 
lan boundary dispute, anil also estab- 
lishing herself as mistress of the Orin- 
occo. It is felt here th»t the present 
situation is one justifying apprehension 
and anxiety on the part of our own gov- 
ernment. While it ia not expected the 
Nicaraguan government will offer any 
armed resistance to the landing of the 
British forces, still it is feared that 
during the time that the town of Cor- 
into is occupied by foreigners the natives 
may be restrained with difficulty, and 
the cloae contact into which the two 
discordant elements will certainly be 
brought might at any moment lead to 
an outbreak winding up in a genera 
war,

A MYSTERIOUS ROBBERY. 


A New Jersey Bank Robbed of Ove 


$20,000. 


Pi.AixriKt.il, N.J., April 2-1.— Thu Kirs 


National Bunk was robbed of $20,7115 01 
Monday. It is thought the theft wa 
committed while thnre were but two 
clerks in the bunk, a stranger enj-agiii] 
them in conversation while his con fed 
orate reached the vault through thu iH 
rectors' room. 


The robbery was discovered when the 


cashier, Frank S. Ilnuyon, was prepar- 
ing to close the bank for the day. TJit 
money was in two packages, and unu 
contained $20,000 in new bills ranging 
in value from $10 to $1000, tho other 
contained $205 in mutilated bills. All 
of the bank derka were immediately 
questioned, and it was found at the 
noon hour only two elurks were at their 
posts. At tho front of the batik, receiv- 
ing deposits, WOB David N. liunyon. 
His window is at the short end of an L 
shaped counter and faces the main 
street. The long end of the L fronts on 
a narrow passageway turning to thu di- 
rectors' room in the rear of the bank. 
The counter is topped with fixtures ol 
scratched glass.

[ their action. But tney did not think 
iat they were bound entirely by the ae- 
ions of the old board. 
If they can, it is their intention to put

They fear that tho college will close be- 
cause there is no money in tho Stanford 
limit to pay for its maintenance, tho ea- 
ate being tangled up in a suit with the 
United States, which ia going on in tho 
federal courts. Tho probate court had 
10 power to uao tho funds of tho estate 
.0 keep tho college on a lirm footing, 
iomo time ago thu estate began to Hull 
tho brand too and wines that have accu- 
nulutud in the wineries of tho plant, 
and tho money derived from tho salo 
van to ho iiBcil in defraying thu oxpenwoH 
of the institution. 


Meanwhile till thu exponaoa of the 


mivcraity havu had to bo defrayed from 
hu private income of Mm. Stanford. 
Just as the Stanford properties were bo- 
ng put on a lirst-class business basis 
Jnited States Attorney GuminU 01 nay 
tttiirted hiabinBuitfor*15,OOl),CHlOagain8t 
the Stanford estate. This had thu effect 
of stopping proceedings in probate look- 
ng to iv Bticedy distribution of Senator 
Stanford's estate and tvimr up things 
;unerally. 


H wa.s thia, an it ia aaid, coupled with 


the previous feeling of unrest that has 
travailed to a Creator or lean degree 
ever ninco the Synator'a death, that 
stimulated some of tho educators to seek 
openings elsewhere, and set in c irr.nl a- 
ion the report that the university is 
ikely to be closed for a Heaoon.
